The public Dplnlon pollsters and many 
pdilUcal analysts have done, much- to foster 
the Idea of the Increasingly potent independ- 
ent veto- as a Jactor In American- elections. 
But there are reasons to floubt the full' va- 
lidity ol thla thcory. 

There can be no question that more and 
-roorc-people jirc telHng poll takers that they 
have no hard and fast poIltlcanoyftltlcBrthat 
"they "vote" lor the mttn," that they try to do; 
clde each election on its merits. 

But the teat Is not the individual state' 
ment: "I am an Independent." The test la 
what the voter does In the polllnK booth. If 
■■ he has voted Democratic for four or five 
straight presidential elections, It is fair to 
label him a Democrat, despite his reluctance 
to ■accept the label. 

War l3 It necemrliy proot of his ^'lnde- 
pendence" that a voter has consistently split 
his ticket, votinsr one way on President, an 
other 6ti senator, and so on. 
Realistically wo must recognize that in this 
■ crltlcal ago the Bovcrnlng choice is the one 
we rnaks for President The White House pro- 
vides the natlon'fl true leadership, be It weak 
rj2stKWiff,JindJijet5_theJptieJor thrf*Wholer.

Their, 
loyalties may be loosa and vague, but t^elr 
performance In the polling booth Is reason- 
ably clear. • 

This does not mean, however, that there 
Is no sIgTil/Icance in a voter'a effort to classify 
himself OS an independent. A relatively small 
Brroup genuinely deservea that tag; they shift 
around constantly and conform to no pat- 
tonj. The remainder properly should be dis- 
tinguished from the deep-dyed party faith- 
fuls. 

For even though they may ahow marked 
leanings one way or the other, they aro po- 
tential converts for the opposition. Their 
attachments are not firm. They are not pub- 
licly vrtlUng to admit their aftUlatlon. In 
many, many cases they are honestly doubt- 
ful, and give serious thought almost up to 
voting time to switching over. Whichever way 
'Jiey go. they have misgivings. 
-From-thls-brottfLgrQUiLaro dr uvm-tho-elc- 
ments which determine our elections today. 
Its Increasing size reflects the mounting con- 
fusion and doubt which plague Americans as 
they face their crucial voting task In a puz- 
zling world.
